DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's arguments in response to the Office action dated 05/29/08 have been 
fully considered. 

2. Claims 1-38 and 45 are cancelled. Claims 39-44 and 46-53 are pending. 

3. Applicant's current amendment has overcome the 35 USC Section 103 rejection 
based on Yamamoto et al. (US 4,560,737) in view of Chou et al. (US 2003/005471 6A1) 
and Miyazaki et al. (US 4,560,737). Because none of the aforementioned references 
disclose or suggest a third monomer including glyceryl methacrylamide, acrolein, or 
combinations thereof as presently claimed. 

4. Drawings submitted on 08/17/06 are accepted. 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. The closest prior art to the presently claimed invention is Yamamoto et al. (US 
4,560,737) and Chou et al. (US 2003/005471 6A1). 

7. Yamamoto discloses a piezoelectric polymeric material in the form of sheet or 
film which is formed of a copolymer of vinylidene fluoride and chlorotrifluoroethylene 
(column 2 lines 20-21). 

8. Yamamoto does not teach or suggest a porous substrate and a third monomer 
including glyceryl methacrylamide, acrolein, or combinations thereof. 

9. Chou discloses a method of making electret that includes a porous substrate 
formed of nonwoven fibers (abstract and 0021). However, Chou does not teach or

suggest the third monomer including glyceryl methacrylamide, acrolein, or combinations 
thereof. 

1 0. None of the prior art taken individually or in combination teach or suggest an 
electret having the composition as presently claimed. Accordingly, the instant claims 
are deemed allowable.
